Newmarket town council made 
a general revision of municipal 
employee wages at a special 
meeting on Monday evening. 
Councillor Wm. Dixon was absent 
because of illness. 

The next regular meeting will 
be next Monday evening. 

Mayor Dr. L. W. Dales asked 
the councillors, after some dis- 
cussion, if they were all in favor 
of a revision of the wages paid. 

"Yes. a general revision," said 
Councillor J. L. Spillette. Other 
councillors assented. 

"JThc councillors went over the 
wages of all employees, perman- 
ent and temporary, about 17 in 
all, and moved the wages of ten 
employees upward. Several 

other employees had had wage 



changes recently, it was stated. 
Increases made were: Datus 
Crowder. $$, to $30 a week; 
Angus Morrison, $5, to $30 a 
week; Arthur Pcgg, $2, to $16; 
Garnet ICewson. 40 cents an hour. 
increased to 45 cents an hour; 
Vincent Hodgins, 45 cents an 
hour, increased to 50 cents: John 
Stickland, $20 a week to $22; 
Irene Parks. $18 a week to $21; 
Constable Kenneth Mount. $4, to 
$29 a week; Chief Constable 
James Sloss, $5. to $32 a week 
(ear allowance $9 a week addi- 
tional); N. L. Mathews, K. C, 
$200. to $1,500, as clerk, treasurer 
and solicitor (first increase in 12 
years). 

Most employees receive $3.10 
cost of living bonus in addition.

Chief Sloss Reports Less

Chief Constable Jas Sloss re- 
ports that there have been no 
motor-car fatalities since Septem- 
ber, 1938. There has been a re- 
duction of 19 percent in accidenls 
in Newmarket during 1942 as 
compared with 1941. 

As a result of these accidents. 
eight persons were injured, one 
seriously. There was a reduction 
in speeding convictions in 1942 
of 25 percent as compared with 
1941. 

Complaints in regard to 
breaches of the Liquor Control 
act were 40 in 1042 as compared 
With 141 in 1941. 

There were 16 motor vehicles 
stolen in 1941 and four in 1942. 
AH were recovered.

CALLING ALL DEMOCRATS 

It is easy enough to hope about the sort of world 
ihat will follow this war. It is more difficult to 
plan thai world. Bui it is impossible, no matter 
how one hopes or however many plan, to know 
what sort of a World will follow. For our own 
■country some people prophesy economic disaster — 
unemployment and disillusionment— and others 
predict a time of prosperity and social progress. 

Our own fear was that Canada's huge debt at 
the end of this' war might prove a millstone about 
i;?e country's neck, but we are glad to read in the 
ti&w York Journal of Commerce that "Canada is 
gaining in financial strength despite the very 
targe contribution she is making to the war effort 
of the United Nations." After analyzing Canada's 
exebarrge position, the Journal of Commerce 
sia'.es; -It is thus apparent that Canada will 
emerge from the war in a relatively strong finan- 
cial position. The dominion will thus be able to 
jptay an important part in post-war economic re- 
construction and development." 

The word "reconstruction" suggests that the 
«ar will have left on this country somt* damage 
or made clear the need for some rebuilding. 
There will be difficult limes, times of struggle 
between different interests and different archi- 
tects, and the great need will be for men of good- 
will, true democrats who want to find a common 
plan, a common ground, by which and on which 
to fulfil the already common Christian ideal of 
the brotherhood of man. 

Recently we have read statements of two men 
whose words suggest that they are such 
democrats. 

First is Mr. Justice Charles Patrick McTague, 
the new chairman of the national war labor board. 
His appreciation of the problems and viewpoint 
•M both labor and management has given him suc- 
cess in settling labor disputes. 

He is "completely in favor" of labor unions and 

*olkc:ive bargaining, but he doesn't believe in 
war-time strikes. He is prepared 1 to "admit that 

there may be injustices from the point of view of 

return for particular work, and these injustices 

bave got to be straightened out" 

Siissetunes* he says, the workman gets leader- 
ship that is "not too constructive " but apparently 
tie sees the remedy for labor problems in educa- 
tion, not in compulsory legislation. 

The other man is B. W. Keightley. of Canadian 
Industries Ltd., .speaking as chairman of a group 
of Canadian advertising men who have been mak- 
ing a study of post-war trends. Mr. Keightley 
says: "Many of these proposals are directed in 
*uch a way, and couched in such terms, as to 
af*6*ct the whole state of society under which 
business as we know it is conducted. Whatever 
#e may think of some of these proposals, we mfcst 
oovv recognize that they have one thing in com* 
;lhnn t and that that thing is recognizable in the 
proposars coming from any country in which 
public opinion still remain* free to express itself. 
The common denominator is a desire for a 'hotter 
." world'; meaning, roughly,^; world in which there 
ihall be a more general distribution of the good 
Urisgs of life. Any over-all consideration of post- 
waff planning should bear this good motive in 
mind — while some of the plans may be erroneous 
in reasoning, or impracticable of realization, the 
Jacl that the impulse is towards improvement 
should encourage us to hope that the progress will 
tie evolutionary and forwards for the community 
*s a Whole.* 
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A NEW PARTISANSHIP 

In recent years it seemed that newspapers, both 
daily and weekly, were getting away from politi- 
cal partisanship. As a result of amalgamations 
many of them found it necessary to forget their 
traditional opinions and look at public affairs 
more objectively. Is it possible that a new, 
"enlightened*" partisanship is now to take the 
place of the old partisanship and the new inde- 
pendence? 

It seems to us that there is such a tendency. 
We note a rather widespread tendency to give 
broad-minded approval and condemnation to both 
the Liberal and Conservative parties but to con- 
demn the C.CJP. wholesale.

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Gasoline Rationing Plan Goes into Effect 
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,N MARCH 31 the present gasoline 
ration licenses and coupons will ex* 
pire, and no gasoline will be sold except upon 
the presentation of a 1943*1944 ration book. 

In his own interests, every vehicle owner is 
asked to apply at once for a new gasoline 
license and ration coupon book for each of 
his vehicles. 

Under the new system, effective April 1, all 
commercial vehicles will be rationed. All non* 
commercial vehicles will be granted a basic 
"AA" gasoline license and ration coupon 
book, containing 40 coupons for a passenger 
car, or 16 for a motorcycle. Owners of non- 
commercial vehicles eligible for a special 
category, who can prove their need, will 
be granted an extra vocational allowance, 
fixed in advance for thc year ending 
March 31,1944. 

The extra allowance for a special category 
car will be tailored to meet individual needs. 
In determining this allowance the pre- 
vious category and mileage of the car will 
not be considered. Instead the vocational 
allowance will be based on two factors:

The extra vocational coupons will be issued 
in hooks labelled "Special", and each such 
book will contain not more than 60 coupons. 
Only one "Special" book, or portion of such 

book, will be issued at a time, and hence the 
case history of each special category applicant 
will be under constant review. 

Under provisions of the rationing order, 
the Oil Controller will have the right to re- 
fuse any application for a special category, or 
to suspend any ration book for an infraction 
of the regulations. 

Every motor vehicle, other than a motor- 
cycle, must bear on its windshield a sticker 
indicating its category. After April I, service 
station attendants will not be permitted to 
serve gasoline to a car which docs not bear 
the sticker which corresponds to the ration 
book submitted at the time of the purchase. 

To obtain a gasoline license and ration 
coupon book, secure an application form at 
your nearest Post Office, Study the form and 
follow the instructions contained therein. 

When you receive your ration coupon book, 
guard it carefully. It may not be replaced if, 
hecause of your negligence, it is lost or 
stolen. Do not leave it in your car; keep it 
on your person at all times.
